Afterward  cut 
twice  a  week,  setting  your  mower  so  that  it  cuts  the  grass  moderately  long,  especially 
during  July  and  August.  Do  not  remove  clippings;  if  they  are  unsightly  it  shows 
that  you  do  not  cut  often  enough. 

Rolling.  It  improves  a  lawn  to  roll  it  once  a  month,  but  only  roll  when  the 
land  is  dry,  otherwise  you  may  squeeze  it  into  too  compact  a  mass  for  the  grass 
to  grow. 

Weeding.  Our  seeds  are  as  free  from  weeds  as  care  can  make  them;  all  soils, 
however,  contain  seeds  of  weeds  and  many  of  them  start  to  grow  along  with  the 
grass;  these,  ordinarily,  are  not  removed  from  a  new  lawn  at  first,  because  mowing 
will  kill  most.  Six  weeks  after  the  first  cutting,  however,  take  out  whatever  weeds 
may  then  be  seen.  It  is  important  to  dig  deep  down  for  dandelions  and  plantains, 
while  for  crab  grass  it  is  sufficient  to  cut  the  plant  off  at  the  ground-level.

Growing  Flowers  from  Seed 


Flowers  are  classified  according  to  their  life  histories,  as:  Annuals, 
seeds  of  which  may  be  sown  in  spring  and  they  will  produce  flowers 
and  die  the  same  season;  Biennials,  those  which  grow  from  seed 
the  first  year,  but  do  not  flower,  rest  over  the  winter  and  grow  again 
the  next  year,  when  they  flower  and  die.  Perennials  are  those  which 
grow  from  seed  one  year,  produce  flowers  in  later  years,  usually  the 
second,  and  do  not  die,  but  continue  to  produce  flowers  every  year 
afterwards.  A  few  biennials  and  perennials,  however,  will  flower  the 
first  year  and  are  commonly  treated  as  annuals. 

Flowers  are  classified  according  to  their  resistance  to  cold  as: 
Hardy,  those  which  are  not  killed  by  frost,  however  severe;  Half- 
hardy,  which  are  uninjured  by  moderately  low  temperatures,  but 
severe  frost  will  kill  them,  and  Tender,  which  must  be  protected 
against  frost,  however  light,  at  all  times. 

Seeds  of  Annuals  are  sown  in  spring,  the  hardy  kinds  in  the  open 
ground  as  soon  as  winter  is  over;  the  half-hardy  and  tender  kinds 
are  sown  outdoors  when  no  further  frosts  are  to  be  expected. 
Some  kinds  take  longer  to  flower  from  the  time  that  seed  is  sown 
than  do  others,  and  these  longer-growing  kinds  are  commonly  started 


in  late  winter  in  the  protec.tion  of  the  home,  the  seed-boxes  being 
given  the  full  light  of  a  window,  or,  better  still,  in  a  greenhouse  or  a 
hotbed,  which  is  a  heated  frame.  The  seedlings  are  transplanted 
into  the  garden  after  warm  weather  has  arrived. 

Biennials  and  Perennials  are  commonly  sown  outdoors  in  June  or 
July,  the  resulting  plants  being  thinned  to  prevent  overcrowding, 
and  then  transplanted  in  autumn  or  spring  to  those  spots  in  the 
garden  where  it  is  intended  that  they  should  flower.  We  must  not 
allow  any  plants  to  crowd  one  another,  and  from  time  to  time  seedlings 
should  be  removed  to  permit  others  to  have  sufficient  room. 

Most  seeds  grow  best  in  light,  sandy  soil,  and  covered  to  a  depth 
equal  to  three  times  their  diameter.  Use  care  in  watering,  as  small 
seeds  are  readily  washed  away  or  carried  too  deeply  into  the  soil. 
Do  not  add  fertilizer  to  soil  for  starting  seeds;  use  it  later. 

There  are  certain  plants  which,  for  various  reasons,  are  always 
grown  as  greenhouse  or  conservatory  plants.  For  these,  special 
cultural  directions  will  be  found  on  the  reverse  side  of  our  seed  pack¬ 
ages.

Culture. — Salvia  seed  does  not  germinate  as  easily  as  many  other 
annuals  which  are  sown  indoors  in  early  spring  in  florists’  flats  or  seed- 
pans.  One  of  the  mistakes  the  average  amateur  makes  is  too  frequent 
watering  during  the  germination  period.  Seed  should  be  sown  in  finely 
sifted  soil  and  barely  covered.  The  soil  should  be  moistened  and  the 
flat  or  seed-pan  covered  with  glass  or  newspaper  and  allowed  12  to  18 
days  to  germinate.  After  positive  growth  has  started,  water  sparingly. 
Most  failures  are  due  to  keeping  soil  too  wet  rather  than  just  moist 
during  the  germinating  period.

If  we  were  to  take  into  consideration  carefully  the  number  of 
easily  grown  annual  flowers  that  are  best  adapted  for  cut- 
flower  purposes,  and  if  our  list  were  limited  in  number,  we 
would  suggest  the  growing  of  Scabiosa.  The 
plants  reach  a  height  of  about  2F£  feet  and 
begin  blooming  in  early  July,  continuing  without 
interruption  until  hard  frost.  The  flowers 
are  fully  as  large  as  illustrated,  and  the 
colors  are  as  nearly  accurate  as  good  color 
printing  can  register  them. 

They  make  effective  lines  in  the  flower- 
garden.  For  best  results,  sow  seed  as  soon 
as  trees  are  out  in  leaf,  in  a  well- 
prepared  seed-bed,  transplanting 
plants  so  as  to  leave  1  foot  be¬ 
tween  them.  It  will  greatly  add  to 
the  beauty  of  the  plant  if  light 
stakes  are  used  for  support,  al¬ 
though  this  is  not  necessary.  Keep 
flowers  well  cut,  as  this  helps  to 
increase  blooming.  The  beautiful 
flowers  are  borne  on  long  stems 
and  will  keep  almost  a  week  in 
water  after  cutting.

Culture. — Sow  seed  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked  in  the  spring.  Dig  a  trench 
about  a  foot  wide  and  deep,  and  fill  in  with  6  inches  of  well-rotted  stable  manure;  tread  down 
firmly  and  replace  the  good  garden  soil.

flowering,  these  roots  help  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the  bulbs  for  anothei  season. 
Any  good  garden  soil  with  good  drainage  will  do.  In  planting,  cover  bulbs  at 
least  twice  their  diameter  except  several  varieties  for  which  we  recommend  shal¬ 
low  planting,  and,  if  possible,  spread  1  inch  of  sharp  builders’  sand  under  the 
base,  so  that  after  the  bulbs  make  basal  roots  the  sand  will  provide  drainage 
if  water-logged  in  winter.  When  hard  fiost  sets  in,  cover  with  4  to  6  inches  of 
leaves  or  litter  which  should  be  removed  when  spring  arrives.

Semi-Cactus  Dahlias  (Semi-C.).  Fully 
double  flowers  with  the  margins  of  the 
majority  of  the  floral  rays  revolute  for  less 
than  one-half  of  their  length. 

Incurved  Cactus  Dahlias  (I.C.).  These 
are  fully  double  flowers  with  the  margins  of 
the  majority  of  the  floral  rays  revolute  for 
one-half  or  more  of  their  length,  the  floral  rays 
tending  to  curve  toward  the  center  of  the 
flower. 

Recurved  or  Straight  Cactus  Dahlias 

(S.C.).  Fully  double  flowers  with  the  margins 
of  the  majority  of  the  floral  rays  revolute  for 
one-half  of  their  length  or  more,  the  floral 
rays  being  recurved  or  straight.
